Schools prepared for fall tests

The new Michigan 
Educational Assessment 
Examination (MEAP) schedule 
will begin soon, but will students 
attending Romulus schools be 
prepared after a three-month 
summer break? 

Tom Dolan, the curriculum 
director of the schools thinks so, 
but adds that the plan is not 
without flaws. 

lt We have held some instruc¬ 
tional sessions during the sum¬ 
mer for teachers to prepare 
them, but the fact remains that 
the new plan is going against 
what most states have done as 
they have implemented No 
Child Left Behind programs - it 
tests students on the previous 
year’s work after a long 


absence.” 

This year will be the first year 
third graders will take the test, 
Dolan said. Typically, the pro¬ 
gram tests, not including high 
school students, grades three 
through eight. Under the cur¬ 
rent structure, the measure¬ 
ments will be for grades two 
through seven. 

Teachers at the school will 
give students a two-week com¬ 
prehensive review of the materi¬ 
al from the previous grade to 
make sure students retained 
some of the concepts they stud¬ 
ied and have them fresh in their 
minds, Dolan said. 

The schedule for MEAP test¬ 
ing was changed to allow the 
state to compile comprehensive 
scores for teachers and adminis¬ 
trators in the hopes that any 
identified shortfalls could be 


addressed when teachers 
received the scores. Distributing 
data and providing scores ini¬ 
tially was a problem for the 
state. 

Joel Carr, the superintendent 
of Romulus Community Schools, 
said that testing the students 
after summer break might not 
be the best way to measure a stu¬ 
dent’s skill set 

“It’s always best to measure 
at the end of the year,” he said. 
“This way, the test results will be 
more accurate because there’s 
not the lag of having the summer 
break. We want to make sure 
that the tests are as accurate as 
possible to give us an idea 
where the students are.” 

Carr admits he’s not a big fan 
of the test, but recognizes its

A written report from the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
regarding the massive explosion 
at EQ Environmental Resource 
Group would help a great deal in 
determining how hazardous the 
effects of the fire are to city resi¬ 
dents, said Congressman John 
Dingell (D-Dearbom). 

In a letter written to EPA 
Administrator Steve Johnson 
obtained by The Romulus Roman, 
Dingell cites a media report that 
indicates that the EPA may have 
detected levels of arsenic and 
other toxic substances when it 
performed a battery air quality 
tests and “wipe” tests on residue 
that coated homes, cars, and prop¬ 
erty of 1,000 residents living in the 
cities of Wayne and Romulus. 

“Here we have an agency that 
is part of the federal government, 
which is supposed be transparent 
and act in the public’s best inter¬ 
est” said Dingell in an interview 
Tuesday. “This was one of the 
biggest fires in the history of the 
area, and the people that live 
there have the right to know what 
was put into the air. So far, they 
have told us the levels of chemi¬ 
cals are not harmful, but how do 
we really know that if they don’t 
release a full report? There 
should be no debate about 
whether this information is made 
public.” 

Karen Thompson, a spokes¬ 
woman for the EPA, said an 
update of the situation will be pro¬ 
vided to media outlets on 
Wednesday. However, it is unclear 
how comprehensive the update 
will be. 

Alan Lambert, the mayor of 
Romulus, said he wishes a report 
had come faster to calm residents’ 


fears, but said he doesn’t believe 
the EPA is suppressing any infor¬ 
mation.” 

‘Tm in daily contact with them, 
and they have told me they will 
release a report,” he said. “I know 
some residents are nervous. But I 
have to have faith in the EPA. 
They were diligent when they 
came down here for the first week 
after the fire. They just need more 
time to compile their results. They 
have always told me that they 
would release the results when 
they had everything complete. But 
they have also told us that the lev¬ 
els of impurities found are not 
harmful, and I accept that I just 
don’t think they are holding back” 

The EQ plant - which recondi¬ 
tions hazardous materials for use 
in the airline and automotive 
industries - exploded at 9:30 p.m. 
on Tuesday, Aug. 15. Nearly 1,000 
residents in Romulus and Wayne 
were evacuated. Romulus arson 
investigators, with the assistance 
of agents from the U.S. Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, 
are still investigating the cause of 
the blaze. 

Determining the number of 
chemicals that were emitted from 
the plant - and their varying lev¬ 
els - needs to be disclosed by the 
EPA as soon as possible so an 
independent analysis can be com¬ 
pleted, Dingell said. 

“It’s apparent they already 
have information that is readily 
available, and they’re not releas¬ 
ing it, and we have to wonder 
why,” Dingell said. “There needs 
to be some verification of what 
they find, and whether these 
chemicals are cancer-causing or 
otherwise harmful. It might be 
that the levels are not harmful - 
but I don’t think the residents 
should have to just take their 
word for it” 


Paraprofessionals get raise under new 2-year union contract

Inkster school district para¬ 
professionals ratified a two-year 
contract that will give them a 1 
percent raise for each year of the 
agreement 

School Superintendent Joel 
Carr said the district and the 
paraprofessionals union was 
able to come to and agreement 
last month, and that the Romulus 
Federation of Paraprofessionals 
Local 3422 unanimously voted to 
ratify the deal Aug 8. 

Union President Carol Harriff 
mailed ballots to the union mem¬ 


bers, during the summer. The 
Romulus Federation of 
Paraprofessionals has 25 mem¬ 
bers. 

The agreement becomes 
effective the first day of the 2005- 
06 school year, which was yester¬ 
day. However, the district did 
agree to provide an additional 
raise if the Romulus teachers 
union receives a raise in base 
salaries that exceeds 1 percent 
for the 2006-07 school year, 
according to information provid¬ 
ed by Ed Clark the district direc¬ 
tor of human resources. 

The Romulus Education 
Association, which represents 


the 300 district teachers and 
some administrators, will likely 
begin negotiating a new, three- 
year contract next summer 

The union did make conces¬ 
sions to help the district control 
health care costs. 

Health insurance co-pays for 
the prescription rug program 
will increase from $5 to $10 per- 
prescription to $10 to $20, accord¬ 
ing to information provided by 
the district That will take effect 
on July 1,2006. 

The district will also provide 
additional seminars and infor¬ 
mative meetings about mail¬ 
order prescription drugs and 


flexible benefit plans. 

As the schools continue to 
reach collective bargaining 
agreements, administrators are 
looking for ways to reduce health 
care costs. The district has stated 
it will seek to find ways bring the 
expense down while still provid¬ 
ing an exceptional level of bene¬ 
fits for employees. 

“Our paraprofessionals are an 
integral part of our program at 
Romulus schools,” he said. “They 
help administer many of our pro¬ 
grams and are a great help to the 
teachers. They administer many 
of our Title I programs. They 
help give students the students 


the quality time and attention we 
want each student to have. We’re 
very happy to have them on 
board.” 

Harriff was unreachable for 
comment Tuesday. Romulus 
School Board members voted 
unanimously to accept the terms 
of the contract at the Aug. 22 
meeting 

“Parapros,” as they are often 
called, work in classrooms at 
each of the six district schools. 
They span grade levels from 
kindergarten to high school, and 
perform a number of administra¬ 
tive, clerical and instructional 
duties.

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Parking lot runoff filters hike costs $37,000

It will cost the City of Wayne 
an additional $37,000 to make a 
proposed municipal parking lot 
more friendly to the nearby 
Rouge River 

“It’s about what we estimat¬ 
ed,” said City Engineer Ramzi El- 
Gharib. “It’s not too bad.” 

City council members 
approved the additional expense 
last month for the proposed park¬ 
ing lot, which will be constructed 
where the police department 
headquarters once stood. 

The project would replace the 
now-vacant field with the parking 
lot and combine it with a new lot 
for the Wayne Senior Activity 
Center, which abuts the properly 
on the west 

Originally scheduled to be 


completed already, the city decid¬ 
ed to put off the project to deter¬ 
mine if additional filtration sys¬ 
tems should be installed to help 
take potential contaminants out 
of the water run off before it 
flows into the nearby Rouge 
River. 

El-Gharib said the new project 
will involve including aqua-swirl 
filters in the man holes. 

“It will take out up to 90 per¬ 
cent of the pollutants,” he said. 
“It’s an effective system.” 

The city undertook another 
parking lot redevelopment pro¬ 
ject recently when it reconstruct¬ 


ed the lot that services city hall. 
That project was paid for with 
grant funds. It served as a pilot 
program, too, according to El- 
Gharib, because of the many dif¬ 
ferent levels of natural filters 
used to protect the river, which 
runs along the north side of the 
city property, bordering Goudy 
Park 

A initial suggestion for the 
new lot was to tie it into that sys¬ 
tem. 

“We could not do that,” El- 
Gharib said. “It’s a totally sepa¬ 
rate system.”

funded through the Wayne

cost $250,000, but the bids came 
in lower than expected. 

He said the work would start 
after Labor Day and could be

September

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Ordinance compliance 
tops with hopeful

Steven Lewkowicz is a famil¬ 
iar face and name in Romulus 
for a number of reasons. 

Lewkowicz - whose father, 
John, served as the city treasur¬ 
er for several years - cam¬ 
paigned for a city council seat 
four years ago. This year, he’s 
again trying his hand at public 
service 

“I’ve always thought that 
being a councilman meant that 
you were supposed to be a pub¬ 
lic servant,” he said. “But I 
think that the (council mem¬ 
bers) that are up there now 
don’t represent us in the way 
my father did. I would be a pub¬ 
lic servant, if Fm elected.” 

One of Lewkowicz’ main 
goals as a councilman would be 
to find ways to relieve residents 
from high property taxes, he 
said. 

‘Tm not sure if it would be 
possible, but I think we don’t 
get enough from Metro 
Airport,” he said. “I would like 
to see them re-name it 
Romulus Metro Airport, but I 
would also like to see the city 
sell the naming rights (to the 
airport). That money could 
then be passed along to taxpay¬ 
ers in terms of a reduction (of 


property taxes).” 

Another goal would be to 
hold companies responsible if 
they break existing city ordi¬ 
nances. 

“We have a lot of trucking 
companies that are ignoring 
ordinances,” he said. “Heavy 
trucking, large loads, roadway 
use - many of these things are 
limited where there are homes. 
I’ve had a lot of problems with 
the council regarding enforcing 
the ordinances, and I think that 
needs to stop, for the resi-

dents.” 

He said there’s nothing 
more annoying that listening to 
a noisy truck roaring down the 
street 

“That is the kind of thing 
that significantly reduces the 
quality of life for residents.” 

Recreation is also a concern 
for Lewkowicz. “I think it’s

great that the programs are as 
good as they are,” he said, “but 
we need more programs.” 

The candidate said one 
thing that sets him apart is that 
he would always think inde¬ 
pendently. 

“Fm not looking for anyone’s 
endorsement or approval,” he 
said.

Rodney Pennington hopes 
an injection of new blood on the 
city council will bring new ideas 
to improve the city when the 
votes are counted on Nov. 8. 

“Its been the same old, same 
old on council for a long time,” 
said Pennington, a life-long 
Romulus resident whose father 
served as a township trustee 
before the city officially incor¬ 
porated in 1970. “We really need 
some new ideas, and some of 
them have been up there for 
more than 12 years.” 

An integral part Pennington’s 
campaign is bringing more 
young people into local politics. 

“Young people need to be 
included because they are the 
future of Romulus,” he said. 
“We don’t have too many people 
that are old anymore - most of 
our residents are under 35. We 
need to find a way to engage 
those people. And the people up 
there - other than one - are over 
50 years old. Young people will 
help bring new ideas into the 
city because hey have a com¬ 
pletely different perspective.” 

Parks, recreation, business 
and other issues envelop most 
of Pennington’s ideas. 


“The city’s parks are a big 
resource of activity for area 
school kids, and we need to take 
better care of them than we 
have,” he said. “The biggest 
park we have is Elmer Johnson 
Park, and it’s probably the most 
used. It’s just not maintained 
the way it should be. I’ve seen 
things there that shouldn’t be 
there, and I would focus on 
that” 

Pennington said it’s impor¬ 
tant not to lose sight of the city 
park system because a new

“I think a lot of people will 
still use the parks because the 
location of the recreation build¬ 
ing (on Wayne Road) is a little 
far off for some people,” he said. 
“That’s what I’ve heard when I 
talk to residents about the avail-

usage will likely not fall off 
because of the new facility.” 

Bringing business to the city 
and lowering the tax burden on 
residents is also a big part of 
making Romulus a better place 
to live, Pennington said. 

“We’re going to have casinos 
and a racetrack here pretty 
soon, and some of the money 
that generates should be set 
aside to give residents a break 
on their taxes,” he said. “There’s 
going to be a lot of money com- 
ing in for that, some of that 
should be used to help residents 
who have paid high taxes for 
many, many years.”

He 
has three daughters and spends 
much of his time involved in 
their school activities. He also 
keeps himself busy with church 
activities. 


Man convicted on 
deadly gun-shop fire

A 22-year-old Detroit man was 
convicted of first-degree felony 
murder and accessory after the 
fact to arson at Wayne County 
Circuit Court last week in the 
death of an Inkster businessman. 

David McKinney learned his 
fate after jurors deliberated for 
several hours, said Wayne 
County Prosecutor Steve 
Taratuta. He will be sentenced 
to mandatory life in prison for 
his role in the Aug. 3 arson-mur¬ 
der that took the life of 54-year- 
old Clyde Alexander and 
destroyed Irv’s Gun Range, a 
longtime fixture on Michigan 
Avenue. 

Taratuta said he’s happy with 
the jury’s decisioa 

“We’re ecstatic about the deci¬ 
sion,” said Taratuta “We’ve got 
the guy who actually set the fire 
and killed the victim, we’ve got 
the guy who planned it - this was 
an outstanding outcome for us. 
There are still three suspects at 
large, but we’re working with the 
Inkster Police and are hopeful 
there will be more arrests.” 

Testimony at the two-day trial 
revealed that McKinney had 
planned to rob the gun shop for 
several weeks leading up to the 
blaze. According to Inkster 
Police Det. Anthony Delgreco, 
McKinney was paid $500 to map 
out a plan for the robbery. 

“He went in (the gun shop) a 
month before the robbery and 
learned the layout of the store, 
and talked with Clyde,” he said. 
“He even drew a map of the 
place so the others would know 
where they were supposed to go 

- and he was a lookout in the 
back of the store when Clyde 
was being beaten.” 

Witnesses testified that 
McKinney and five unarmed co¬ 
conspirators entered the store 
shortly after 11 a.m. Alexander- 
who was recovering from heart 
surgery at the time - was vastly 
outnumbered and easily over¬ 
powered by the younger mea 

Alexander was beaten, then 
bound and gagged in a small 
stockroom, police said. Then the 
men went on to rob the store of 
several guns and some cash. 

But later, McKinney saw 
smoke coming from the building. 

“This was originally was sup¬ 
posed to be just a robbery, but 
one of the men - Anthony Fields 

- said it was wild in there, 
Delgreco said. “He was the one 
that poured a petroleum liquid

that was already in the store and 
ignited it” 

Minutes later, the store was 
engulfed. Medical examiner’s 
reports indicated that Alexander 
was alive when the fire began, 
but he might have been uncon¬ 
scious. The official findings indi¬ 
cate he died of smoke inhalation. 

Fields, 17 and of Inkster, was 
sentenced to life in prison on 
March 31 on one count of first- 
degree murder, one count of 
arson and felony Firearms 
charges. A 14-year-old boy 
involved in the case was convict¬ 
ed in juvenile court for second- 
degree murder. He will remain 
in a juvenile facility until he is 21 
years old. 

Delgreco said that the maxi¬ 
mum sentence might not have 
been handed down to McKinney 
if he had come forward early on 
about his knowledge of the 
crime. 

“Unfortunately, we have a lot 
of people in out city that have 
been killed,” he said. “We also 
know that there are a lot of peo¬ 
ple who have knowledge of these 
crimes. They need to come for¬ 
ward - because if they are 
involved but didn’t actually per¬ 
petrate the act - they could be a 
witness. It’s better to be a wit¬ 
ness than to be a defendant If 
we find out about something, 
and one of these people hasn’t 
cooperated, we don’t need you 
anymore.” 

Detective Lt. Kevin Smith 
said detectives put in long hours 
on the case. “Detective Delgreco 
and Det (Patrick) McLaughlin 
worked diligently on this case, 
and a lot of people thought it 
would never be solved,” he said. 
“I remember on the day (the fire) 
occurred, we had to sit by help¬ 
lessly and watch most of our evi¬ 
dence go up in smoke. But 
through good detective work, 
we’re bringing this to a conclu¬ 
sion.” 

Police Cmdr. Gregory Hill 
said he has had contact with the 
family, and that he believes they 
are satisfied. “Obviously, some¬ 
thing like this happening to a 
loved one would take a distinct 
toll on anyone, no matter who 
they are,” he said. “But I believe 
they are satisfied with the 
results we’ve been able to get so 
far”

Wayne reduces time owners 
have to cut down high weeds

Landowners who are reluctant to per¬ 
form routine maintenance on their yards 
will have less time before the city acts on 
their properties. 

City council members approved 
changes in the weed list procedures 
recently that allows the city to respond 
more quickly to properties that aren’t 
maintained. 

’Tt gives us an extra week” said City 
Councilman Don Hartford. He’s one of 
the city council members who has 
pushed to give the city more authority to 
take care of blighted properties. 

Under the new rules, city ordinance 
officers will issue notice to property own¬ 
ers with high weeds - taller than 6 inches 
- that the properties will be placed on the 
weed roll at the next city council meet¬ 
ing 

The city council approved the weed 
roll, and the city clerk will send out 
notices, according to Ramzi El-Gharib, 
city engineer and chief building official. 


That notice will tell property owners that 
the city will abate the nuisance if they do 
not mow their properties by the following 
Monday, he said. 

“On Tuesday, we’ll send our contrac¬ 
tors out to cut it,” he said. 

In addition to the time it takes to give 
the weeds to grow too tall to begin with, it 
gives property owners almost a week - 
and a full weekend - to respond to the 
final notice before the city cuts the 
weeds, El-Gharib said. 

The previous procedure allowed 
landowners a second week and weekend. 

“We’re gaining about a week which is 
good,” El-Gharib said. 

If the city is forced to send contractors 
to the properties, property owners will be 
billed for the expense, he added. That 
could be as much as $135. 

The vast majority of property owners 
in Wayne take care of their yards, he said, 
but there are some vacant rental proper¬ 
ties that continually come up. 

“Mostly, it’s foreclosed properties,” he 
said, “but we do have some repeat 
offenders.”

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An unfortunate reality 

“In a situation like this, it’s not the township that makes a decision 
on what to do,” Tom Tiderington, chief of police in Plymouth 
Township, said recently. 

The comments came after a settlement had been reached in the 
July 2004 death of Robert Steven VanBuren. VanBuren was shot by 
township police officers after he forced his way into a church day 
care facility. Other attempts to subdue the man - including repeated 
use of a taser gun - had proved ineffective. 

The sad reality beneath Tiderington’s words is that the police 
department and the officers involved had little say in how the result¬ 
ing lawsuit was handled. The decision to settle for $1.95 million was 
ultimately made by an insurance company, which looked at it in a 
pure financial manner. 

And that’s too bad, because they have no idea of the trauma this 
incident left behind - for all parties. 

We don’t want to take away anything from the grief the family must 
feel at the death of their son, however troubled he may have been, but 
the tragedy doesn’t stop there. 

It’s difficult, but try to put yourself in the place of the officers who 
responded to the call. They didn’t know much, only that a man had 
pushed his way into the facility, that there were teachers there, chil¬ 
dren at risk. They responded the way they were trained: they con¬ 
fronted the man, tried to get him to leave or come along with them. 
When words failed, a physical confrontation resulted. The situation 
escalated and the officers felt they had no choice; they had to use 
deadly force. 

Anyone who has ever been in that position will tell you that it’s cer¬ 
tainly not an easy decision. It’s something that can haunt a person for 
the rest of his or her days, no matter how justified it might have beea 

Tiderington has continued to back up the actions taken by his men, 
calling them the right thing to do, heroic even. 

It’s a shame that the township could not back them up, too. We put 
this awesome trust in police officers, train them to the best of their 
ability and then trust them to make the right decisions in an instant in 
any situation - when most of the rest of us couldn’t even decide on 
what to choose for lunch. 

Now, these officers will have to carry this shadow with them, going 
forward, simply because they weren’t afforded a chance to fully state 
their case. 

That’s a shame. We think they deserved that, at the very least 

Voters were denied choice 

There were a few reasons that factored into the seemingly abrupt 
decision by the Belleville City Council to sever some ties with Sumpter 
Township and transfer their Central Dispatch Service (CDN) to Van 
Buren Township. 

The Aug 30 deadline to get an issue on the November ballot was fast 
approaching for one thing It’s been an ongoing dispute with officials 
in Sumpter Township, too, something city officials have long worked to 
resolve. 

Even so, this was the wrong way to go about it 

The move came after a 3-2 vote from the council. Mayor Tom Fielder 
and Councilman William Emerson voted against it It was one option 
the city council faced to try to save costs, otherwise funding for the 
CDN would have run out in January, during the middle of the city fiscal 
year 

The other option was to present to the residents of the city a millage 
request on the November ballot 

It’s true that asking for additional taxes in this economic climate is

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The ait of a bewildered shrug 


What do you do when success is impossible? 

I posed that question to myself recently and came 
up with the answer whatever you want 

It’s a bit churlish, I admit but it suited my mood. 

Two options that never really came up, though, 
were trying to avoid the situation or giving up and 
leaving in a huff 

That’s why I was a little alarmed at the sudden 
end to a special Northville Township Board of 
Trustees meeting last Thursday. 

I had expected a couple of spirited discussions on 
proposed amendments to the Seven Mile Road 
Planned Urban Development (PUD) - the 420 acre 
parcel of land that went up for auction Tuesday after¬ 
noon - and some change orders for work at 
Community Park, which has been to Northville 
Township what the Zilwaukee Bridge was to the 
Michigan Department ofTransportation. 

Anyone familiar with municipal jargon probably 
wouldn’t expect too much of interest to come from 
proposed zoning amendments or change orders, but 
in that regard I’m an optimist If nothing else, I fig¬ 
ured I’d at least get some closure on stories that keep 
coming back to me the way the taste of a White Castle 
hamburger does, a day or so later 

The tension started before the discussion did, 
though. 


The township planning com¬ 
mission and the board of trustees 
have discussed this property 
since before the state decided to 
try to sell it, two years ago. They’ve tweaked the plan 
a number of times, most recently after the latest 
attempt to sell it off fell through. 

The trustees were set to vote on the latest version 
at their regular meeting on Aug. 18, but Trustee 
Christopher Roosen dropped a number of proposed 
changes on the laps of the other trustees that night 
and they tabled the issue. 

So, when it came up last week, Township 
Supervisor Mark Abbo first wanted to see how the 
board felt about the amended plan, before they dis¬ 
cussed the proposed amendments to the amend¬ 
ments. Roosen and Clerk Sue Hillebrand, though, 
apparently took it as an attempt to rubber stamp the 
proposal before the new changes could be talked 
about 

They had different reactions. 

“So much for consensus,” Roosen cried out He 
tried to adjourn the meeting before any kind of vote 
was taken, but his motion for adjournment died for a 
lack of support

Headlight of oncoming train is blinding 


You have to wonder why municipalities don’t see 
fiscal train wrecks coming. 

Last month, Inkster officials discovered a 
$645,000 operating shortfall for the current fiscal 
year To balance the books on the 2004-05 fiscal year, 
the city had to transfer $500,000 from city accounts 
because expenditures were somewhat more than 
expected, and revenues from property taxes and 
other sources came in far below budget forecasts. 
Cily Manager Joyce Parker said the deficit was the 
result of “several years” of overruns. 

In reality, the city must find about $1 million to 
keep delivering police, fire, public works, and any 
number of services at current levels, according to 
one councilman’s estimates. 

To make up the difference, the city will - unless 
Hurricane Katrina comes ashore and wipes out 
western Wayne County - approve placing a question 
on the November ballot that would ask voters to 
approve a measure called a Headlee override, 
which would allow the city to levy additional mills 
beyond set state limits. The council will discuss it 
Sept 6. 

If approved, the new tax would cost Inkster 
homeowners an additional $50 per year That’s not 
much unless you consider that there’s an unem¬ 
ployment rate of 10.4 percent and several residents 
that live well below the poverty line in the city of 


31,115 residents. 

This initiative narrowly 
passed the council vote - it was 
4-3 in favor of asking for the levy. But few are pon¬ 
dering some of the reasons this may have happened 
in the first place. The cily also asked department 
heads to cut their budgets by about 3 percent and 
some cut more. 

But the real question is, how did the city not see 
this coming? Some council members said they 
knew there would be a small shortfall, but others 
seemed surprised the deficit was as large as it was - 
even though the city had several quarterly budget 
sessions to make sure the budget was on track. 

But here’s where a problem lies. During the time 
the city was having overruns, the officials that steer 
the cily likely did not see the forest for the trees. 

City council members continued to back its trea¬ 
surer, Alicia Wilson, whose work with the numbers 
sometimes raised questions. Some council mem¬ 
bers privately indicated dissatisfaction with her 
preparation for various meetings. After one pen¬ 
sion board meeting, a former police officer 
returned a check from the treasurer’s office for 
$16,000. It was supposed to be for $1,600. 

Another ongoing issue is the management at the

always an iffy proposal, but we think this is 
something on which the residents deserved 
the chance to vote. The change effectively 
means they police station in downtown 
Belleville won’t be open for 24 hours a day 
and calls will be dispatched out of Van 
Buren Township instead of the dispatch 
room in city hall 

Many other communities have gone to a 
similar plan; most recently Northville and 
Northville Township combined dispatch 
services. The City of Plymouth and 
Plymouth Township combined theirs sever¬ 
al years ago. Westland and Inkster have a 
joint dispatch operation, too. 

These have not come without controver¬ 
sy, though. One common element is the 


sense of identity a 24-hour dispatch - with a 
police department employee - brings to a 
community. It’s comforting for residents to 
know if they need to, they can go down to 
city hall, or the police department, and talk 
to a live person in the case of an emergency. 

Are we at a place in time where munici¬ 
palities can no longer fund these nostalgic 
comforts? It most likely depends on the 
community. 

In Belleville, though, the additional time 
to promote a millage campaign would also 
give the city additional time to negotiate 
with Sumpter Township to come up with a 
more adequate cost-sharing formula. It 
would also give them more time to plan the 
transfer to Van Buren Township, should 
both those negotiations and the proposed 
millage request fail. 

Either way, we think the residents 
deserved a chance to vote on this important 
issue, not have the decision forced on them.

police department Currently, the depart¬ 
ment employs a chief and deputy chief, a 
road patrol commander whose job will be 
cut because of the budget crunch, an offi¬ 
cer who is now installing computers, and 
yet another consultant who is installing an 
expensive computer-mapping program for 
about $120,000. 

This department used to be overseen 
by a single chief of police. At different 
times in the history of the department, a 
deputy chief has been employed, but when 
the council approved the creation of the 
commander’s position, no one bothered to 
inquire about whether is was necessary to 
have one, and had the position remained 
in place, it could have cost the city about 
$40,000. 


Now, there are questions about the 
leadership of the department - grants that 
would have helped policing in the city that 
were never applied for and existing and 
potential lawsuits citing discrimination 
and abusive behavior But the city, for the 
most part, is burying their heads in the 
sand - and asking residents to foot the bill. 

Whenever a member of council is 
asked about ineffective leadership in the 
city, they say it’s not their role to micro¬ 
manage department heads. 

To their credit, Mayor Hilliard 
Hampton and Councilmen Ron Johnson 
and Michael Canty voted against the tax- 
hike proposal. And it must be said that 
Inkster is not the only city at financial 
crossroads. 

But the elected officials need to be 
proactive about cutting programs and peo¬ 
ple that are not serving the public good. 
Residents need to insist on it before they 
open their wallets.

Jan Eisen wants to do chicken right 

As a member of the Noon Rotary Club, the 
Plymouth businessman has taken on the enviable 
task of coordinating the golden anniversary of the 
Rotary Chicken Barbeque. 

“It’s been tough,” he said. “We’ve had meetings 
since last October It’s a lot of work, but everything’s 
coming together” 

Those meetings last fall took time away from 
Eisen’s true love: trains. 

Eisen has loved trains all his life. As a child in 
the Netherlands, he didn’t have an elaborate train 
set like the one Rick Schroeder had on the televi¬ 
sion show Silver Spoons. He had a small set, which 
he loved just the same. 

In his adult years, he put his love for trains on 
the back burner. It was his son who brought the 
locomotives back to the forefront 

When his son was 2, he wandered into a toy store 
and went right for the model trains.

The shop specializes in Marklin trains, which 
come by plane from Germany. Eisen said once he 
places an order, his new inventory arrives in about 
a week 

“Marklin is a good brand,” Eisen said. “It’s of 
extremely high quality, and that’s the only brand I 
carry.” 

Eisen said there are not many Marklin dealers in 
the area In fact, he is the only Marklin dealer in the 


state. That has helped him with some of his cus¬ 
tomers. 

“From time to time, people who only speak 
German will come into my store,” Eisen said. “I 
speak German, so we can talk about Marklin, and it 
makes them feel comfortable.” 

Eisen said young people have gravitated toward 
the Internet and video games. That shows in his 
clientele, too, he said. 

“Early on, every boy had a train set,” he said. 
“Now kids want to play on their computers all the 
time. You’d think the average age of my customers 
would be around 14 or 15, but most of the people 
who come in are about 65.” 

A teen might not have the cash to buy some of 
Eisen’s trains. The smaller locomotives cost any¬ 
where from $150 to $600. Larger 
models run in the $1,000 range. 

Eisen said he has a good clien¬ 
tele. Most customers don’t use 
the 8:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. Monday- 
Friday hours Eisen keeps his 
shop open. He said most of the 
sales he makes come from his 
web site: eisentrains.com. The 
site has a photo gallery and a full 
inventory. 

Eisen’s not in the business just 
for profit, though. He is in a 
group called the European Train 
Enthusiasts (ETE). The group 
travels to train shows—in Ohio, 

Indiana and Michigan—and sets 
up their models. The models 
ETE sets up are usually 20/50 ft 

While he served as the inspi¬ 
ration for the venture, Eisen said 
his son, now 8, has other inter? 
ests. Eisen did make a case for 
more people to become involved 
with trains, though. 

“We’re all really nice and easy 
to talk to,” he said. 

“I have yet to meet a mean 
train guy.”

It was a warm, muggy evening 
but that didn’t stop throngs of 
fans from converging on the John 
Glenn Rockets’ stadium as they 
took on the Belleville Tigers on 
opening night Excitement and 
anticipation filled the air 

At 7 p.m. it all started—bands 
playing, cheerleaders cheering 
and fans chanting. And by 9:15 
p.m. it was all over 

This was a night where the 
older and more experienced 
Tigers were favored over the 
very young and inexperienced 
Rockets. It is considered a 
rebuilding year for Glenn. They 
had nothing to lose and they 
played like it 

In the end, Jerry Smith 
proved that it only takes one play 
to win a football game. 

With just more than 2:00 left 
in the game and Glenn trailing 
14-9, junior quarterback Justin 
Reid hurled a pass at Smith as 
he sprinted down the sidelines. 


Smith bobbled the ball for about 
10 yards before he gained control 
of it and ran it in for the score. It 
was a 70-yard play. 

“It was unexpected,” Smith 
said. “The play blew up and then 
I just went deep when I saw him 
(Reid) look at me. I was just hop¬ 
ing for the best I was thinking if I 
dropped the ball how I would let 
everyone down.” 

The TD made it a 15-14 game 
in favor the Rockets. But they 
weren’t done yet Head Coach 
Todd Deluca wanted to make it a 
three-point game and attempted 
a two-point conversioa Running 
back Brandon Pratt punched it 
in for two to give the Rockets a 
17-14 victory. 

Pratt ended the night as the 
Rockets leading rusher with 106 
yards.

back Josh Lemons connected 
with Matt Pinner for a 52-yard 
completion. It was knocked loose 
by a defender into the end zone, 
only to be covered up by Dajuan 
Roberts for the score. The extra 
point failed, but the Tigers nar¬ 


rowed the gap, 7-6. 

They scored again on their 
second possession of the second 
frame. This time it was on the 
wheels of running back Carlos 
Clark. He trucked to the outside, 
then burned around the corner 
past the defense for a 34-yard 
score. He came back into the line 
up and scored the two-point con¬ 
version to give the Tigers a 14-7 
lead. 

It wasn’t until almost midway 
through the fourth period when 
more points were tacked onto 
the board.

“We had this game in our 
pocket and we let it slip out,” he 
added.

Lemons finished 3-of-10 for 70 
yards and a TD. Clark led the 
backfield with 109 yards on eight 
carries. 

Reid was 5-for-10 with 120 
yards for Glena 

This should be a confidence 
booster for the young Rockets, 
who weren’t expected to win. 

“This is just a tremendous win 
after the off-season we just had 
and how hard we’ve worked,”
